You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House 
in said Canaan on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March, 
next at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money .in anticipation of tax 
revenues. 


lh. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to convey by quitclaim deed all property 
acquired by tax deed, or take any action thereto. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to continue the present policy of joint 
cooperation with the State of New Hampshire in the 
construction of bridges,. and to hire necessary funds 
to provide the Town's share in any construction 
authorized and undertaken in the year ensuing. 


6. To see if the Town authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money for Town bridge construction or to take 
any action thereto. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Tax Collector to receive partial payments from any 
person, firm or corporation owning taxable property on 
April 1st and before tax bills of the amount of taxes 
assessed against said property for the year has been 
received. Such sums will be divisable by ten, but not 
less than ten dollars, and the Tax Collector shall 
receive such payments and give a receipt therefore and 
credit the amount towards the amount of taxes eventually 
assessed against said property.

S. A. 31:89b, whose bound- 
aries shall be: on the north, the northerly line of land 
of the North Church, so called and the northerly line 
of the Canaan Street Cemetery; on the-.east, the 
westerly shore of Canaan Street Lake, so called; on the 
south, the easterly lines of the old Stage Coach Inn, 
now the Butler-Moore property, and the easterly line of 
the Stacey Beebe property; on the west, the westerly 
lines of all properties including the Town Hall that are 
located on the westerly side of Canaan Street between 
said Beebe property and the northerly line of the Canaan
